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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of Application 

1 . Receipt of response to office action and applicant's arguments/remarks filed on 
12/21/2006 is acknowledged. To perform accurate examination late restriction is 
required, because in this application more than one invention was noticed. 

Election/Restrictions 
1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-12 (in part), 21-32 (in part) and 41-52 (in part), drawn to an 
osmatic device comprising a first amount licofelone and at least one 
osmotic agent or osmopolymer; a semipermeable membrane surrounding 
the core and at least one passageway there through; and optionally a 
drug-containing water soluble and/or erodible coat comprising a second 
amount of licofelone, classified in class 424, subclass 468. 

II. Claims 1-12 (in part), 21-32 (in part) and 41-52 (in part), drawn to an 
osmatic device comprising a first amount licofelone and at least one 
osmotic agent or osmopolymer; a semipermeable membrane surrounding 
the core and at least one passageway there through; and the drug 
containing coat is present, further comprising an inert water soluble and/or 
erodible coating disposed between the semipermeable membrane and the 
drug-containing coating, classified in class 424, subclass 472. 
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III. Claims 13-20 (in part), and 33-40 (in part), drawn to a method of treating 
the condition being responsive to treatment with licofelone, the method 
comprising the step of administering to the subject once per day an 
osmotic device, a core comprising a first amount licofelone, a 
semipereable membrane surrounding the core, and optionally, a drug- 
containing water soluble and/or erodible coat comprising a second amount 
of liclfelone classified in class 424, subclass 457. 

IV. Claims 13-20 (in part) and 33-40 (in part), drawn to a method of treating 
the condition being responsive to treatment with licofelone, the method 
comprising the step of administering to the subject once per day an 
osmotic device, a core comprising a first amount licofelone, a 
semipermeable membrane surrounding the core, and the drug-containing 
is present, further comprising an inert water soluble and/or erodible 
coating disposed between the semipermeable membrane and the drug- 
containing coating, classified in class 424, subclass 471. 

Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these 
inventions listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above 
and there would be a serious search and examination burden if restriction were not 
required because one or more of the following reasons apply: 

(a) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 
different classification; 
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(b) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their 
recognized divergent subject matter; 

(c) the inventions require a different field of search (for example, searching 
different classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different search 
queries); 

(d) the prior art applicable to one invention would not likely be applicable to 
another invention; 

(e) the inventions are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 
101 and/or 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph.
